These  figures 
show  an  excess  of  births  over  deaths  of  116.  In  1965  there  was  an 
excess  of  births  over  deaths  of  145.

Infant  Deaths 

Of  the  9  infant  deaths,  6  occurred  in  males,  and  3  in  females. 

Infantile  Mortality 

The  general  death  rate  shows  an  increase,  and  the  Infant 
Mortality  Rate  of  12.08  per  1,000  live  births,  shows  a  decrease  of 
11.93  over  1965. 

9  deaths  occurred  during  1966,  7  are  accounted  for  by 
prematurity  and  10  other  causes. 

Of  the  9  infant  deaths  one  was  illegitimate. 

Table  1  shows  the  ages  and  causes  of  death. 
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Neo-Natal  Death  Rate 

The  number  of  infant  deaths  during  the  first  four  weeks  of 
life  was  7  as  compared  with  10  in  1965.  This  makes  the  death  rate 
per  1,000  live  births  9.39,  a  decrease  of  4.81  over  1965. 

Perinatal  Mortality  Rate  26.64. 

This  is  the  number  of  still-births  and  infant  deaths  under  one 
week  per  thousand  total  live  and  still  births. 

The  number  of  still  births  can  vary  widely  but  there  is  often 
a  relationship  between  this  figure  and  the  number  of  deaths  in  the 
first  week  of  life  and  so  in  the  long  term  it  is  better  to  use  the 
perinatal  rate  for  comparisons,  thus  the  figure  of  17.26  for  1966 
is  a  decrease  of  9.38  with  that  of  26.64  for  1965.

The  routine  work  of  immunisation  is  now  greatly  augmented, 
not  only  do  infants  receive  protection  against  diphtheria,  whooping 
cough  and  tetanus  but  in  addition  they  are  vaccinated  against 
smallpox  and  poliomyelitis,  while  children  approaching  school 
leaving  age  or  contacts  of  cases  of  tuberculosis  can  be  protected 
against  tuberculosis  by  vaccination  with  B.C.G.

THE  TOWN’S  WATER  SUPPLY 

The  Town's  water  supply  was  taken  over  in  1961  by  the 

Macclesfield  District  Water  Board  and  the  following  report  is 

by  courtesy  of  Mr.  J.  Shaw,  Consultant  Engineer  to  the  Board. 

1 .  By  and  large  the  supply  to  the  area  in  question  has  been  satis¬ 
factory  as  regards  quantity  and  quality.  The  trouble  of  dis¬ 
colouration  experienced  in  the  southern  and  western  parts  of 
the  Borough  in  1965  was  eliminated  by  midsummer,  1966. 

2.  No  routine  tests  are  made  of  the  bacteriological  quality  of  the 
raw  waters  but  fortnightly  samples  are  taken  within  the 
Borough  at  all  points  downstream  of  the  service  reservoirs  in 
order  to  ensure  that  the  water  going  into  supply  is  bac- 
teriologically  pure.  Once  a  year  chemical  analyses  are  made 
of  all  raw  waters. 

3.  None  of  the  waters  used  for  public  supply  are  known  to  have 
any  plumbo-solvent  action. 

4.  No  form  of  contamination  occurred  during  the  year. 

5.  With  the  exception  of  a  few  outlying  houses  and  farms,  above 
the  level  of  the  gravity  supply  the  whole  of  the  dwelling  houses 
within  the  Borough  are  supplied  direct  from  public  water 
mains.  There  are  no  standpipe  supplies. 
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SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

i  am  indebted  to  the  Manager  of  the  Sewage  Works  for  the 
following  report: — 

"The  continued  increase  in  volume  and  strength  of  industrial 
waste  waters  received  at  the  works  gives  cause  for  some  concern.  The 
large  pharmaceutical  factory,  which  has  recently  been  established  in 
the  Borough,  has  continued  to  increase  its  discharge  of  strong  wastes 
to  the  sewers,  at  a  higher  rate  than  we  were  given  to  understand 
would  be  necessary,  when  terms  were  being  negotiated.  The 
strength  of  the  wastes  are  three  times  stronger  than  anticipated. 

Unless  the  strength /volumes  load  can  be  reduced  at  the  fac¬ 
tories,  further  extensions  to  the  Main  Drainage  Treatment  Works 
will  have  to  be  undertaken  in  the  very  near  future.  The  present 
day  loading  of  the  bacteria  beds  is  in  the  region  of  0.126  lbs. 
B.O.D.  5  per  day,  which  is  near  the  limit  for  single  biological 
filtration.  Consequently  the  final  effluent  is  not  always  as  good 
as  one  would  wish  or  expect  from  a  new  recently  enlarged  works. 
The  ultimate  outcome  may  well  be  the  early  adoption  of  one  of 
the  high  rate  filtration  methods  of  purification.  Laboratory  investi¬ 
gations  into  this  problem  are  still  being  carried  out. 

The  final  disposal  of  sewage  sludge  must  also  give  cause  for 
some  concern.  Each  extension  to  the  works  since  1920  has 
diminished  the  area  of  land  available  to  the  Department  for  the 
final  disposal  of  sludge.  Conversely  the  volume  of  sludge  to  be 
dealt  with  has  increased  and  continues  to  increase  yearly. 

The  future  efficient  operation  of  the  the  works  may  well 
depend  on  a  suitable  outlet  being  found  for  the  continual  final 
disposal  of  the  sludge.  It  is  highly  probable  that  a  drying,  pulveris¬ 
ing  and  bagging  plant  or  a  fleet  of  tankers  to  spread  the  liquid 
sludge  on  to  neighbouring  farmland  may  be  the  answer  to  the 
problem  always  providing  that  labour  can  be  found  to  operate 
such  a  plant  or  method”.

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  report  for  the  year  ended 
31st  December,  1966. 

I  wish  to  welcome  Mr.  Ashton,  Senior  Mental  Welfare 
Officer,  to  the  Macclesfield  Division,  Mr.  Meadwell  having  left  to 
take  up  an  appointment  with  the  County  Borough  of  Brighton. 

The  liaison  with  the  Parkside  Hospital  has  been  excellent  in 
recent  years  and  I  am  certain  that  under  Mr.  Ashton  the  relations 
of  the  Mental  Welfare  Officers  with  the  Hospital  service  will 
continue  to  develop  in  a  most  satisfactory  way. 

The  position  regarding  Home  Nurses  is  better  than  I  could 
have  believed  possible  a  year  ago.  The  visits  by  District  Nurses 
have  increased  by  2,782.  The  number  of  persons  attended  over 
the  age  of  64  years  has  increased  by  167  to  a  total  of  588.  This 
is  a  very  much  more  satisfactory  position  than  in  any  recent  year. 

I  wish  that  I  could  report  similarly  about  the  domiciliary 
midwifery  service,  but  at  times  when  holidays  or  illness  interfere 
the  position  is  critical.  The  problem  is  one  of  recruitment,  not 
of  establishment.  At  the  moment  this  is  affecting  the  training  of 
pupil  midwives,  and  rightly  causing  the  Matron  of  Macclesfield 
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Hospital  a  great  concern.  Dr.  Craighead,  Principal  Medical  Officer 

for  the  County  Maternity  Services  and  the  Supervisor  of  Midwives, 
Miss  Heron,  are  also  aware  of  this  and  strenuous  efforts  are  being 
made  to  improve  the  position,  so  that  I  hope  that  I  will  be  able 
to  report  on  improvements  in  my  next  report  to  you. 

Divisional  Transport  in  the  form  of  a  Handyman/Driver  and 
a  converted  ambulance  commenced  in  September.  The  value  of 
this  is  beyound  estimate,  both  to  the  Divisional  Office  and  to  the 
Adult  Training  Centre. 

I  have  frequently  mentioned  the  growth  of  the  population  of 
the  Division  which  has  again  increased  by  880  persons  to  a  total 
of  46,120.  The  Staffing  position,  particularly  of  qualified  staff, 
usually  lags  behind  the  population  growth,  but  it  is  of  interest 
to  know  that  there  are  now  in  excess  of  150  persons  either  whole 
or  part-time  directly  employed  in  the  various  services  of  the 
Divisional  Health  Committee. 

I  would  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  all  of  those  voluntary 
workers  who  have  assisted  the  Department  in  many  ways,  and 
also  the  officers  and  staff  of  the  District  Council  Departments  for 
their  co-operation  and  help.  Lastly,  I  would  like  to  thank  my 
own  office  staff  who  are  affected  by  the  increased  work  of  the 
different  sections  and  who  have  worked  extremely  hard  during 
the  year.

SECTION  28 — PREVENTION  OF  ILLNESS,  CARE  AND 

AFTER-CARE 

Cytologies!  Clinic 

This  clinic  was  started  in  October  to  carry  out  tests  for  ladies 
between  the  ages  of  25 — 60  years,  to  find  those  with  a  pre- 
cancerous  condition  and  preventing  the  development  of  Cancer 
of  the  Cervix. 

During  1966,  32  sessions  were  held  and  482  patients  attended, 
two  of  which  were  found  to  be  positive  after  being  referred  for 
further  investigation. 

Health  Advisory  Service  for  the  Aged 

This  service  commenced  in  October,  1965,  at  the  Maccles¬ 
field  Darby  and  Joan  Clubs  run  by  the  W.V.S.  at  the  Parish 
Rooms  and  Heyes  Hall,  Weston,  and  extended  to  the  Rollington 
Evergreen  Club  in  1966. 

Health  Education  films  are  shown  during  the  winter  months 
and  the  Clinic  Nurse  attends  to  answer  questions  and  talk  to 
the  members  at  each  club,  once  per  month,  where  the  attendances 
are  approximately  100,  80  and  50  respectively.  The  films  shown 
on  Health  Education  and  a  few  travel  films  on  places  of  interest 
have  been  greatly  appreciated  by  the  members  of  the  Clubs,  and 
the  Clinic  Nurse  has  been  able  to  successfully  deal  with  the 
problems  that  have  been  brought  to  her  notice  either  by  the 
members  or  by  the  members  of  the  W.V.S.

To  the  Chairman  and  Members 
of  the  Health  Committee. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

It  is  my  pleasure  and  privilege  to  present  to  you  the  Annual 
Report  on  the  work  of  the  Mental  Health  Service  in  Macclesfield 
and  Bollington  during  the  year  1966. 

Since  the  last  report  was  presented  there  have  been  two 
major  changes  in  the  Mental  Health  Service.  In  August,  the 
Department  vacated  its  premises  at  Oak  House,  and  moved  to 
33  Great  King  Street.  On  the  1st  September,  Mr.  L.  Meadwell, 
Area  Mental  Welfare  Officer,  took  up  his  new  appointment  as 
Chief  Administrative  Mental  Health  Officer  with  the  County 
Borough  of  Brighton.  It  was  as  the  Area  Mental  Welfare  Officer 
for  Macclesfield  and  district  that  Mr.  Meadwell  became  known 
and  respected,  and  his  experience  and  general  approach  to  the 
problems  of  the  mentally  disordered  will  be  sorely  missed. 

The  now  accepted  policy  of  orientation  away  from  hos¬ 
pitalisation  and  towards  care  in  the  community  resulted  in  an  ever- 
increasing  number  of  mentally  disordered  persons  requiring 
support  in  the  community  with  corresponding  pressures  on  the 
Mental  Welfare  Officers.  They  have  faced  up  to  these  ever- 
increasing  demands  with  enthusiasm  and  unfailing  loyalty,  and 
to  them  I  owe  my  sincere  thanks. 

In  an  effort  to  increase  awareness  of  the  problems  created 
by  mental  disorder  and  to  spread  information  about  the  services 
available,  a  programme  of  events  was  arranged  for  the  Maccles¬ 
field  Area  during  National  Mental  Health  Week  in  June.  The 
Junior  and  Adult  Training  Centres  were  open  to  the  public,  and 
a  Coffee  Evening  was  arranged  to  which  representatives  of  all 
the  Statutory  and  Voluntary  Agencies  were  invited. 

The  Macclesfield  and  District  Therapeutic  Social  Club  (The 
Bridge  Club)  has  enjoyed  another  successful  year.  Meetings  have 
continued  at  weekly  intervals — the  average  attendance  being 
approximately  35.  During  the  year  the  members  have  published 
the  first  issue  of  the  club  magazine  “Viewpoint”,  and  it  is  intended 
that  this  will  be  a  quarterly  publication.  Club  activities  were  varied 
and  included  a  trip  to  Trentham  Gardens,  a  visit  to  a  theatre,  a 
Treasure  Hunt,  and  two  very  successful  dances.  There  was  also  the 
Annual  Christmas  Party  which  was,  as  usual,  very  well  attended.  The 


success  of  the  club  is  due  in  no  small  way  to  the  unfailing  support 
g.ven  by  the  hospital  medical  staff,  the  numerous  volunC 
organisations  serving  the  area  and  the  staff  of  the  Mental  Health 
Department— to  them  all  I  extend  my  sincere  thanks.

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Health  Committee. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  the  Annual  Report  of  the 
Chief  Public  Health  Inspector. 

1966  was  a  disappointing  year,  one  District  PHI  who  re¬ 
signed  in  February  1965,  was  not  replaced  during  the  year  1966. 
Two  other  inspectors  resigned  during  the  year  and  were  replaced 
later  in  the  year.  This  accounts  for  the  unsatisfactory  number 
of  visits  carried  out  under  the  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Pre¬ 
mises  Act,  1963,  and  few  houses  were  represented  as  either 
individually  unfit  or  in  Clearance  Areas. 

Added  to  this  was  the  absence,  due  to  serious  illness,  of  two 

other  members  of  the  staff  for  considerable  periods.  It  is  hoped 
that  the  report  for  1967  will  show  some  signs  of  improvement 
in  the  staffing  of  the  Health  Department.

FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ADMINISTRATION 

Samples  of  drinking  water  for  chemical  and  bacteriological 
examination  have  been  taken  during  the  year,  together  with  samples 

of  ice  cream.  The  sampling  of  milk  is  undertaken  by  the  Cheshire 
County  Council. 

t-  ,  Millf+  is,.sold  from  five  dairy  herds  in  the  district.  Par- 
ticular  attention  is  being  paid  to  the  possible  spread  of  brucellosis 

due  to  the  consumption  of  untreated  milk.  One  hundred  and  nine 

samples  of  milk  were  submitted  for  brucella  examination,  of  which 

none  was  positive. 

During  the  year  twenty-two  complaints  made  by  the  general 
puohc  concerning  rood  products  were  investigated  by  the  De¬ 
partment.  As  a  result  of  these  investigations  legal  proceedings 
were  instituted  m  several  cases.  ® 
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The  cork  tip  of  a  cigarette  found  in  a  chocolate  “crunchie” 
cost  a  local  confectioner  a  £10  fine. 

The  sale  of  a  meat  pie  containing  mould  led  to  fines  and 
costs  of  over  £73  against  the  two  defendants. 

Two  cases  of  sausages  containing  mould  resulted  in  fines 
of  £30  and  £40  respectively.  Whilst  the  first  case  of  the  cigarette 
end  in  the  confectionary  reflects  bad  food  handling  practice,  the 
contamination  of  food  stuffs  with  mould  is  caused  entirely  by 
the  neglect  of  the  elementary  precaution  of  not  over  stocking, 
and  selling  stock  in  proper  rotation.  It  is  hoped  as  a  result  of 
the  foregoing  cases  that  more  care  will  be  shown  by  persons 
handling  food.

Food  Hygiene  Regulations  form  the  basis  of  inspections 
carried  out  by  the  Public  Health  Department.  A  routine  inspec¬ 
tion  revealed  such  unhygienic  conditions  at  a  butcher’s  shop  near 
the  town  centre  that  legal  proceedings  were  instituted.  The  shop 
was  in  a  disgusting  condition  which  exposed  food  to  the  risk  of 
contamination.  There  was  dirt  and  grease  on  the  walls,  blood 
and  fat  were  congealing  in  the  fridge,  mice  were  in  the  cellar, 
fly  excreta  on  light  fittings  and  drain  rods  leaning  against  the 
wall  of  the  preparation  room. 

For  the  eight  contraventions  of  the  Regulations  the  Magis¬ 
trates  imposed  a  fine  of  £85  with  costs  of  £5  5s.

MEAT  INSPECTION,  1966 

There  are  two  licensed  slaughterhouses  in  the  Borough.  One 
is  situated  on  the  Queens  Avenue,  Industrial  Estate  and  was  built 
in  1961  coming  into  operation  in  the  latter  part  of  that  year.  The 
other  operated  by  the  Macclesfield  and  District  Butchers  Associa¬ 
tion  is  a  slaughterhouse  re-opened  after  the  war  with  extensions, 
to  the  slaughterhall  and  lairage. 

All  the  condemned  meat  from  both  slaughterhouses  is  now 
removed  to  premises  at  West  Houghton,  where  it  is  sterilized  in 
accordance  with  the  Meat  (Staining  and  Sterilization)  Regulations 

During  1966  the  carcases  of  26,627  animals  were  inspected  at 
the  two  slaughterhouses. 

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  during  the  year  one  hundred  per 
cent  meat  inspection  was  carried  out.

DISEASES  OF  ANIMALS  ACT 

Anthrax  Order,  1938 

In  the  latter  part  of  the  year  a  pig  was  found  dead  in  the 
lairage  at  one  of  the  Borough  Slaughterhouses.  Anthrax  was 
suspected,  but  a  smear  from  the  affected  animal  examined  by 
the  Council’s  Veterinary  Officer  revealed  that  Anthrax  was  not 
present. 
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The  Diseases  of  Animals  (Waste  Food  Order)  1957 

This  order  places  upon  local  authorities  the  responsibility 
of  inspecting  and  licensing  Waste  Food  Boiling  Plants.  Whilst  all 
waste  foods  must  by  law  be  sterilized  before  feeding  to  livestock, 
only  certain  premises  require  to  be  licensed.  One  such  premise  is 
now  licensed  in  the  Borough. 

The  Foot  and  Month  Disease  Order,  1958 

During  1966  nine  Infected  Area  Orders  were  made  by  the 
Minister,  which  did  not  affect  the  Borough  of  Macclesfield. 

The  Fowl  Pest  (Infected  Areas  Restrictions)  Order,  1956 

No  orders  were  issued  during  the  year. 

The  Regulation  of  Movement  of  Swine  Order,  1959 

Except  for  a  short  period  in  the  earlier  part  of  the  year,  normal 
licences  have  been  required  for  the  movement  of  pigs  from  the 
cattle  auction,  and  these  have  been  issued  from  the  Health  Depart¬ 
ment. 

The  Swine  Fever  (Infected  Areas  Restrictions)  Order,  1956 

During  1966,  11  Infected  Areas  Special  Orders  were  made  by 
the  Minister,  Special  Order  No.  8  brought  Macclesfield  under 
restrictions  from  midnight,  6th  May,  which  continued  until  the 
17th  May,  1966. 

Immediate  preparations  were  made  for  the  printing  of  posters 
to  be  placed  within  the  cattle  pens,  on  slaughterhouses;  and  on 
public  buildings  as  required.  A  circular  letter,  outlining  the  scope 
of  the  restrictions,  was  sent  to  all  farmers,  pig  breeders  and 
butchers  within  the  Borough. 

Arrangements  were  made  to  open  the  office  on  Saturday 
mornings,  with  a  clerk  and  an  inspector  on  duty  for  the  issuing 
of  licences;  and  for  an  inspector  to  attend  the  cattle  auction  each 
Monday.  As  on  previous  occasions,  the  Cleansing  Department’s 
Gully  Emptier,  carrying  500  gallons  of  diluted  disinfectant,  was 
used  for  flushing  the  cattle  pens  and  cleansing  the  grids  before 
and  after  the  auction. 

CLEANSING  SECTION 

REFUSE  COLLECTION 

This  concerns  the  collection  of  household  refuse  from 
dwelling  houses,  and  industrial  refuse  from  factories  and  commer¬ 
cial  premises.  The  trend  towards  continuous  compression  and 
away  from  fore/aft  tipping  vehicles  continues.  This  has  been 
dictated  by  the  general  nature  of  the  refuse  handled  which  tends 
to  get  bulkier  and  lighter  each  year. 
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REFUSE  DISPOSAL 

All  the  town’s  industrial  and  domestic  refuse  with  the  ex¬ 
ception  of  salvagable  paper  is  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping 
on  Danes  Moss  Tip,  off  Congleton  Road. 

SCAVENGING 

This  section  is  concerned  with  the  sweeping  of  streets,  the 
emptying  of  street  gullies  and  the  cleansing  of  the  markets  (for 
the  Markets  Committee). 

The  town  centre  is  regularly  brushed  by  hand  with  the  use 
of  street  orderlies  and  includes  the  emptying  of  litter  bins. 

It  has  become  increasingly  difficult  to  maintain  the  other 
streets  in  the  Borough  in  a  satisfactory  condition,  due  to  the 
increasing  lengths  of  road  requiring  cleansing,  the  number  of 
parked  cars,  and  the  disappointing  performance  of  mechanical 
brushing  machines. 


PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES 


The  public  conveniences  continue  to  be  cleansed  twice  a 
day  during  the  week  and  once  on  Saturdays  and  Sundays.  The 
amount  of  wanton  damage  carried  out  by  certain  members  of  the 
public  remains  well  up  to  the  standards  of  previous  years.
